The ideas of the average house builder have in/ 
creased more than the cost of material and labor// 
Every comfort may be secured at a moderate cost if 
the builder will abandom desire for frills//Sev/ 
enty/five per cent of the mill work is on frills 


On several occasions during the last 


season material and mill men have 
been heard to say that published re- 
ports about the vast increase in the 
cost of building had a tendency to 
frighten from the field 
as 
possible 


builders, some persons who did not 


can be completed for $1,200. It is a 
t\vo story or more strictly, a story and 
a half affair, although 
the rooms in 


the second story are full heighth. 
The 


other plan provides for a one-story 
house of six rooms and the cost 
is 


$2,300, but it is modern in all that the 


house gets as much if not more space 
with half the foundation and half the 
roof. The roof on the plain house in 
all probability will last the longest, 
too, for there are no valleys to rust 
out. 
The roof is plain with no weak 


places exposed to the freaks of the 


fetop to investigate and 
learn if the 


reports about increased cost were true. 
The mill men say that these stories 


of increases were exaggerated and 


that they have been felt by the trade 
accordingly. 


When a reporter 
for The Herald 


talked to Thomas Jones, superintend- 
ent of the mill of the Decatur Lumber 
company, about the actual per cent. 
in the increase in the cost of building, 
he said: "It depends on the house you 
build. 
Apparently the more expensive 


sort of a house you build the more the 
cost seems to have 
increased over 


prices which ruled several years ago. 
As a matter of fact In actual figures 
that is not true, but 
some times it 


seems that way. The fact is, however, 
that the ideas of the-people generally 
have 
advanced more than the cost 


of the materials. I'mean by that that 
•what a few years • ago would have 
been considered quite the thing is now 
often looked upon as cheap and "not 
gr id enough." Some of the 
persons 


have apparently forgotten 
that fact. 


\Ve do not complain because the high- 
er their ideas the better it is for us, 
the more work it brings to us. 
Let 


me illustrate. Here are two different 
plans. One is for a six-room house that 


term implies. 
Both 
of these plans 


have been used a number of times in 
building houses in this city. 


"It is possible that furnace and a 


bath, which are not included in the 
estimate I gave on the cheaper house, 
could be included for $250 more so 
that the total would then be .$1.450, or 
almost 
$900 less than the one-story 


house. The cheaper house will really 
have more available space than 
thfv 


expensive one. It Is not really an ex-" 
pensive house, but it costs the most 
of the two. This two-story house 
is 


not a cheap affair, it is only plain. The 
estimate given provides for only first- 
class material, as good as is used in 
the other house—the siding, flooring 
and shingles are all the best. 
The 


difference in cost or the cause of it 
would be recognized at once by a 
man in the business. Kvery angle in 
the outline adds to the cost. Look 
at 


the roof of the one-story house, the 
set-off for the porch on the side, the 
jog for the bow window. 
All that 


shows on the outside and nn- the inside 
of course where the 
finish work is 


used it is even more apparent. It is 
getting out of the straight line that 
adds expense. Then there is another 
thing to be considered. The expen- 
sive house is sixty feet in length rtnd 
the other is only thirty. 
That means 


twice the amount of excavating, 
of 


hrick foundation, of roof. 
The plain 


wind and weather. This plain house 
has the best white pine sash and doors, 
t\vo-light 
windows 
with 
double 


strength glass. In fact there Is noth- 
ing cheap about the structure. 


"It's the shape of the house 
that 


makes it cost to a large degree. Houses 
that are now common enough a few 
years ago would have been regarded as 
almost palatial. 


"I was down in Texas last winter 


to visit a friend of mine who formerly 
lived in the north, yes, in Decatur. He 
is in charge of a saw mill now getting 
out lumber. He lives in- a three-room 
house. 
Here it would not any more 


than do for a barn but it's the best 
thing in that lumber camp. I asked 
him how much it cost and he said 
about $50. 
He told me that the na- 


tives thought that he was willfully ex- 
travagant when he ceiled the inside 
with No. 2 fence flooring. That same 
man built a house: or two in Decatur 
at different times for his own use and 
then he wanted everything that ho 
could get into them and had it, too. 
But he is quite comfortable now. 
I 


don't want people to build houses 
of 


that kind here, for we would have to 
go out of business if they did. 
For- 


tunately the climate hero will not per- 
mit anything of that kind. 
I wanted 


only to illustrate the difference be- 
tween necessity and luxury. 
It's only 


a'step from one little addition to the 
next one and soon the cost has piled 
up to the place that pleases the mill 
man and the contractor. Its hard wood 
floors, then its art glass windows nnd 
beveled plate windows and all of the 
time the cost is increasing. An ordin- 
ary two-light window may be equipped 
for $2.50 and the 
same thing when 


fitted with art glass may cost as much- 
as $50.00. Here is a size that we often I 


complain about high prices have ap- 
parently forgotten. When houses could 
be built at small cost they didn't have 
the dollar that is now comparatively 
easy to get. Their ability to get money 
has increased although we all know 
that the cost of living has Increased 
all around. 
I believe that those who 


there is no effort being made to pro- 
vide for a new supply. Lumber instead, 
of becoming cheaper wjll in th« natur- 
al order of things, become/ morn ex- 
pensive. Now is the time to build and 
if a man does not feel that hard wood 
floors, art glass and hard wood finish 
throughout the house are necessary, he

"Has the cost of building increased? 


Undoubtedly to some extent. For in- 
stance, during the time of general de- 
pression several years a^o the house, 
which I showed you as costing now 
$2,300 was then completed for $2,00ft.

Now 
work is waiting for men to accept it. 
The conditions are reversed. Then you 
could get carpenters, good ones, for $2 
per day.

Macon county is Michael O'Grady, an 
inmate of the poor farm, who al the 
age of 58 years, after being confined 
to his bed for nearly twelve years, and 
who during that time has been unable 
to move, without assistance, any part 
of his body but his hands and head, 
still retains a cheerfulness of disposi- 
tion that is wonderful and exhibits a 
knowledge of affairs and 
an intellect 


surpassing that of the average man. 


O'Grady is known to everyone who 


has ever visited the poor farm, but he 
is always known as "Mike," his first 
name. Many of those who are ac- 
quainted with him do not know his 
last name. 


Mike has not been at the poor farm 


for twelve years because he is too in- 
dolent to work, but because he has 
been during that time unable to help 
himself. He has a peculiar affection of 
the joints which- 
is something 11 


rheumatism. 
The disease affected the 


lower part of his body 
particularly. 


The ligaments of the joints have wast- 
ed away and he lays in bed practically 
helpless. He can move his arms from 
the elbows down and 
move his 


head slightly from the pillow, but that 
is about all he 
do for himself. 


A man in good health, having the or- 


dinary command of his physical being 
would wonder at the help this man can 
be to himself. 
Able only to slightly 


move his hands and arms Mike can eat 
an ordinary meal with as much deli- 
cacy and display cf good table rnannurs 
as any one else. 
He lays on his right 


side and his plate 
is placed before, 


him. 
With one hand Mike daintily 


handles his fork nnd eats with seem- 
ing comfort. 
When he has finished 


he asks that the plate bo removed. On 
his pillow he keeps -A napkin and a 
handkerchief. He uses these by manip- 
ulating a little stick in one hand. He 
can deftly balance the napkin or hand- 
kerchief on the end of the stick and 
use it quite as effectively as one who 
has free use of both hands. 


When Mike wants to pull the blanket 


more closely over him he reaches tho 
top of the blanket with his little stick 
find takes the edge in his teeth and is 
able to manage the blanket with great 
ease. 


In the same way M.Ike smokes a pipe 


or cigar a.nd he gets much enjoyment 
from tobaci 
It is about his only 


recreation. Mike i.s u great reader. He 
ia propped up in bed nlmost every day 
and reads all the papers he can 
lay 


hands on. Sometimes there is an in- 
mate 
him.

to 


Mike takes a great interest in public 


affairs and 
in yolitics. 
He follows 


througn the newspapers every political 
campaign and election and keeps him- 
self informed on all public affairs. He 
has a wonderful knowledge of the po- 
litical history of the country and there 
are few subjects along the line 
of 


public mailers on which he can rot 
talk with understanding1. 
On the po- 


litical history of Ireland he is partic- 
ularly well versed and he can tell many 
interesting stories about the intrigues 
of the stirring times of Ireland. 


Mike was born in Ireland and during 


his younger days he went to Australia 
with his parents. He came to America 
in 1808, just before he had reached the 
age of 21. years. On landing in New 
York city he lost the papers whii-h 
showed that he had landed a.nd gone 
through the examination of the cus- 
tom house 
officials. He needed some 


identifiedtirin to get cash for money 
orders which lie held and he applied ,-j.t 
a. bank. Fortunately he went to a brink 
where was employed William Gorman, 
a man who had been a close friend of 
Mike's father and who was one of the 
Irish leaders who had fled from his na- 
tive country because a reward had been 
placed on his head. This man 
ed matters all right and offered Mike 
a job but the latter did not accent it 
find pushed his way farther west.

not have any complaints to offer about 
his condition. Ho IK quite a philoso- 
pher, lie says it is of no use. to make a 
fuss as he cannot help himself sinrl 
besides lie nays everyone treats him 
kindly at the iioor farm find he has 
no right to grumble, about his misfor- 
tune. He tries always to be cheerful 
ii.ri(l he carries on a pleasant and in- 
telligent conversation with those who 
call upon him. 


Although not able to vote for many 


years past M'ike is a sta.unch repub- 
lican. He is a great admirer of McKin- 
ley and Roosevelt. 
He has hanging 


on his wall pictures of these men and 


house at the custodian's residence and

There is a 
good hitch rack where horses can be 
fastened so that it is not necessary to 
tie to trees.

had not a constant 


fight been kept up. 
The plan of put- 


ting around the trees a band of tar 
paper, cotton and printers' ink jJroved 
a successful check to the ravages of 
the canker worm. The trees were all 
treated in this way and a.n 
tio7i of any big tree in the park will 
show how the band around the tree 
caught the worms and prevented them 
from reachiiig the foliage. 


A variety of ants bothered the young 


irees, but 
Mr.

sprayed the young trees and prevented 
any damage. 


The park throughout has a clean 


and pleasing appearance. The crossings

paired, the grass and flowers are well 
kept many squirrels and birds play in 
the big trees sind give a touch of na- 
ture.

A synopsis of the revised game law, 


•« hich was passed by both houses of 
the recent general 
assembly,

signed by the governor and becomes 
operative July 1, 1903, may be timely 
just now. 


In brief it is as follows: 
You can hunt and kill quail with gun 


only between Nov. 10 and Dec. 20 of 
each yc.ir. 


You must not kill any prairie chicken 


or <?iouso for the period of four years, 
from the 1st of July, 1903.

Acts 2tf: 19-20. Memory verses, 27-29 
Golden Text—Having therefore ob- 


tained help of God, I continue unto 
this day.—Acts 26:22. 


A New Procurator. 


The last of Felix came in time. His 


corrupt and savage methods brought 
him into trouble. The Jews sent com- 
plainants to Rome and Folix was re- 
called. The man sent out to take hid 
place was Porcius Festus, a good man, 
as Roman standards went. The ene- 
mies of Paul struck at once. 
They 


wanted Paul brought to 
Jerusalem; 


they purposed to murder him on the 
way. But Festus cited them to Caes- 
area. They could prove nothing against 
Paul. Festus wished to please them 
and he asked Paul if he were willing 
to stand trial at Jerusalem. The apos- 
tle knew that meant death and assert- 
ed his right as a Roman citizen. ''I 
appeal unto Caesar." He thereby took 
lis case from Festus' hands and put it 
n the hands of the supreme court at 


the emperor himself. 


A Notable Audience. 


Agrippa, by th'o sufferance of Rome, 


'King" over some territory in the Leb- 
jnon region came to pay his compli- 
ments to the new governor. He was 
n profession a Jew, well acquainted 
with Jewish law, entrusted by Rome 
with the power to appoint the high 
irlosts. Festus scarcely knew what to 
•eport to Caesar with respect to Paul 
ind so requested Agrippa to help him. 
To this request Agrippa gladly com- 
plied, as he had a personal curiosity to 
lear the notorious Nanarene leader. 
On the day of audience he was accom- 
anied by his sister, Berenice, beautiful 
ut corrupt. The prominent officials 


and citizens of Caesarea also accepted 
invitations to be present. It w.is a so- 
ciety event. But it afforded an oppor- 
t u n i t y to proclaim the gospel which 
Paul was not slow to seize. Their mo- 
tives were worldly, but Goldsmith has 
told us of those "who 
come to mock 


and remained to pray."

ent only was a fool. Paul's words were 
not the raving of a student of bookish 
theories, but worrla of truth ancl sober- 
ness.

Nlcoll says, "to 
believe in the supernatural than to be- 
lieve in the ridiculous.'' 


Agrippa'and the Gospel. 


To Paul's words of direct address 


Agrippa makes an evasive and scornful 
reply. It is too bad to spoil so good a 
a text, though the substance of the' 
hymns and sermons based on it is true, 
but Agrlppa did not say "almost per- 
suaded." It was an ironical rather than 
a serious reply, though some would see 
in his words something of a compli- 
ment to Paul's eloquence. 
The sad 


thing about Agrippa's reply Is its rev- 
elation of a life so hardened, so earth- 
ly that the gospel even on the lips of 
Paul makes but little impression.

Something of the expense of 


cleaning streets may be estimated by 
reference to the pay roll of the super- 
intendent ass presented to the catmcil 
for last week, which amounted to $5L5, 
This amount is larger than usual be- 
cause a special effort has been made 
to get the streets into condition attot 
a long .season of neglect, but even then 
it is only the streets near the center of 
the city which have been cleaned.

pay roll of $500 a week means an ex- 
penditure of $26,000 a year for laboi 
alone and the evidence is that even 
this expenditure would not result in 
giving us clean streets in any portion 
of the city exqept the limited area cov- 
ered by the revolving sweepers and 
the sprinkling wagons.
